PRINCIPAL CARL COUCH 
VIEWS AHS CURRICULUM 


Carl Couch discussed ways to im- 
prove curriculum at a meeting of 
the high schoo] PTA Nov. 19. 

He outlined changes since 1965, 
stressing the school has never 
been told its program of studies 
was beyond improvement despite 
two five year accreditations. 


In both 1965 and 1970, the 
school participated in a rather 
thorough self-analysis followed 


by three-day visits from a six 
man team of professionals repre- 
senting the State Department of 
Education, university level edu- 
cation and public secondary edu- 
cation in California. On each oe- 
casion, AHS received many rec: 
ommendations for further consid- 
eration. 

“We have been encouraged and 
we have decided to assume the 
implication of our professional 
'commitment to keep the good 
| and improve upon it and to elim- 
jinate that which is not good,” 
Couch said, 

He said the school has taken 
a stance for qualitative, quiet, 
substantial well-thought-through 
change and against fads, flashy 
procedures and popular move- 
ments of the time. 

Among improvements  intro- 
duced into the curriculum prior 
to 1965 were the new math. chem 
study and audio-visual teaching 
of foreign languages. 

Since that time, other improve- 
ments were made in removing 
study periods from the library, in 
the area of teacher 
programs for students with learn- 
ing problems, realignment of ad- 
ministrative responsibility plus 
some attempts at team teaching 
and block scheduling of advanced 
industrial arts students. One 
recommendation made in 1965, 
Couch said, was that the school

Other schools were visited, 
AHS began converting to full 
time counselors, adopting modern 
procedures for handling student 
data report cards, moved into 
new art, music, homemaking and 
industrial arts facilities, remod- 
eled the business department and 
in 1968, saw the passage of state 
legislation which placed the bur- 
den of decision making on the 
local level. 

One of the first moves follow- 
ing this legislation was the Board 
of Education requesting local citi- 
zens to organize into a commit- 
tee to study the existing program 
and make recommendations 
the board for its consideration. 

“This was an excellent step, a 
very productive one,’’ Couch said. 

. This committee is reporting 
to the Board of Education all dur- 
ing this semester and 
not only our highest commenda- 
tion for its involvement but also 
our careful attention to its recom- 
mendations.” 

The ‘high schoo] faculty experi- 
mented with mixing up periods 
during the day to see if students 
and teachers could handle the 
break in the routine, find their 
rooms on time, ete. They found 
students had fewer problems.
